SAVING CLAIMED 
BY GOV. RUSSELL 


Supt. M. L. Duggan Un- 
able to Estimate Amount 
of Contracts or Cost to 
Each Pupil. 


Successful bidders on textbooks to 
be used uniformly throughout Georgia, 
in bath city and rutal schools, for a 
five-year period beginning January 1, 
1934, were announced Monday from 
the office of M. IL. Duggan, state 
school superintendent and secretary of 
the state board of education. 

Neither Duggan nor members of 
the board of education would attempt 
to estimate the amount of money in- 
volved in the new contracts nor the 
relative cost to the pupils, Duggan 
explained that the switch from a dual 
state and independent contract sys- 
tem, the latter used by the cities, 
made comparisons impossible. 

Governor Russell, expressing him- 
self as generally pleased with the 
outcome of the adoption, said that a 
saving of between 20 and 40 per cent 
in the price of the new books as com- 
pared with those now in use would be 
effected under the new contracts. 

In addition to the uniform books 
adopted for both city and_ rural 
schools, provision is made for the 
cities to make additional contracts 
with publishers for supplemental 
books, if desired. 

The new adoption was made under 
the Stanton law, passed at the last 
session of the general assembly, It 
provides for the board to determine 
whether it will set up the state’s own 
depository and re-ship the books from 
Atlanta to the counties or for ship- 
ment direct from the publishers to the 


counties. If the former plan, which 
will come up at a subsequent meet- 
ing of the board, is adopted, a revolv- 
ing fund of $400,000 has been set up.

TOKIO, Tuesday, Oct. 4.—(UP) 
Recommendations of the Lytton 
League of Nations commission for 
solving the Manchurian situation 
are entirely unsatisfactory, a ma- 
jority of cabinet members indicated 
after considering the Lytton report 
today. 

Foreign Minister Yasuya Uchida 
said the government's viewpoint 
would be outlined after further 
study, 


TOKYO, Oct. 3.—()—The Japa- 
nese press today vigorously denounced 
the Lytton report on the Manchurian 
problem and demanded that the gov- 
ernment withdraw from the League of 
Nations if the League assembly 
adopts the findings of the Lytton in- 
vestigators, 

The press generally reflected the 
attitude of the war office which is- 
sued a statement declaring Japan 
would be forced to withdraw from the 
League if the assembly acted in the 
spirit of the report. 

(In a statement written in Mukden 
for The Associated Press, General 
Nubuyoshi Muto, supreme military 
and diplomatic representative of Ja- 
pan» declared that “neither the League 
of Nations nor any other power can 
change our determination to pursue 
our established aim in Manchuria.’’) 

One of the points emphasized by 
Japan critics of the report, which 
was made in Geneva Sunday, was the 
commission’s recomneaae that 
Manchuria be governed by an autono- 
mous government under Chinese sov- 
ereignty. 

Headlines in the newspaper Nichi 
Nichi said: “Japan must quit the 
League ... the report insults Man- 
chuk “Ta 7 

The Kokumin deseribed the Lytton 
document as “absolutely prejudiced 
-and unfair” and the Jiji Shimpo de- 
clared it was “worse than expected” 
and “filled with error.” 

“The report is ignorant and dis- 
torted, filled with empty theorizing 
and disregards history,” asserted the 
newspaper Ashahi. “It will be im- 
possible to establish world peace if 
the League adopts it.”

NANKING AUTHORITIES 
SEE ARGUMENTS UPHELD 

NANKING, China, Oct. 3.—(?)— 
IT. Wen-kan, foreign minister of the 
national government, said today that 
a cursory reading of the Lytton Man- 
churian report strikingly emphasized 
two points, 

The first of these, he asserted, was 
that the Japanese military operations 
in Manchuria subsequent to the Muk- 
den incident of September 18, 1931, 
“were unjustified and cannot be re- 
garded as defensive.” 

The second was that the “so-called 
Manchukuo regime owes its existence 
solely to the presence of Japanese 
troops and the activities of Japanese 
officials, both military and civil.”

ROUTE TO DES MOINES, Oct. 3.— 
(UP)—Changing from the role of 
chief executive into that of the re- 
publican presidential candidate, Pres- 
ident Hoover was traveling westward 
tonight to seek the support of the 
farm belt. 

In a speech at Des Moines tomor- 
row night he expects to present a; 
defense of his administration which 
will stand as his answer to the re- 
cent western criticisms by his demo- 
cratic opponent, Governor Roosevelt. 

His schedule called: for a 7-hour 
stay in Des Moines following his ar- 


rival there in mid-afternoon, with a 
parade, and at least three other ap- 
pearances in the lowa capital. 


While crossing Iowa he will make 
brief appearances from the observa- | 
tion car platform, when his train 
stops at Davenport, West Liberty, 
lowa City and Newton. 

In the initial campaigning Presi- 
dent Hoover is dispensing with some 
of the window dressing which usually 
attends a chief executive on tour. The 
usual silk hat and cutaway -have been 
replaced by the every-day fedora and 
a sack suit. Boris, who has been 
President Hoover's valet since he was 
acquired during the war days abroad. 
was taken along largely as custodian 
of the baggage rather than to render 
sartorial aid, 

When reports of rain in Des Moines 
reached the White House just before 
the president left, oil skin slickers 
were added to the luggage. 

President Hoover boarded his spe- 
cial train in Washington without any 
ceremony. He smiled as some specta- 
tors lifted their hats. There was no 
cheering or other demonstration. Mrs. 
Hoover wore a tan travelling suit 
and brown hat. She smiled when 
someone in the crowd shouted, “good 
luck,” as the conductor called out 
the all aboard signal. 

They waved to several hundred per- 
sons on the station at York,.Pa. 

The usual routine of officials and 
prominent friends was missing. Mr. 
Hoover took strictly a working crew 
along with him. It included his ro- 
litical secretary, Walter H. Newton; 
his press seeretary, Theodore G.

Hoover's social secretary; Miss Ann |

He has re- 
vised it countless times and expected 
to make further changes after con- 
ferring with political leaders in Iowa 
on the train tomorrow, because of 
anti-administration feeling in the corn 
belt. 
Political advice as to how to con- 
duct himself tomorrow has been show- 
ered on President Hoover. The lowa 
republican national committeeman, H. 
E. Spangler, made a trip to Washing- 
ton a few days ago to discuss the Des 
Moines appéarance in detail. Efforts

“Never do for a man or family what 
that man or family can do for him- 
self or themselves,” Mr. Hunt de- 
clared to be one of the first rules to be 
observed by the relief worker. 

He pointed out the necessity for 
a clearing house to list all cases han- 
dled by relief organizations so that 
any single organization could make 
sure it was not duplicating the work 
of another. 

The community, Mr. Hunt declared, 
is first, foremost and primarily re- 
sponsible in any emergency. No com- 
munity should look for outside help 
in leadership or funds until it has 
first exhausted its own resources. 

One of the greatest dangers of the 
widespread relief work now in prog- 
ress, he said, is that a large number 
of persons in the country may become 
pauperized. He urged workers to han- 
dle relief work in such a way that 
recipients would be fully aware the 
donations were purely a temporary 
and emergency aid.

The abore and foregoing list of text- 
hooks for elementary grades was adopted 
by the Georgia textbook commission under 
the Stanton book law. approved by the gov- 
ernor August 28, 1931. The textbook com- 
mission has not as yet formulated and 
adopted the plan or system for the ‘“‘pur- 
chase, sale and distribution of textbooks 
nnder provision of this act.’’ 

‘Section 11°’ of the Stanton textbook 
act: ‘‘The sale for nse in the public schools 
of this state, except as supplemental texts 
as provided herein, of any textbook adopted 
under the present method of adoption in 
effect at the time of the passage of this 
act is prohibited after the period of adop- 
tion or term of the contract has expired 
or is changed by the textbook commission."’ 


“Section 14. Any adoption, contract or 
purchase of textbooks by the textbook com- 
mission shall be for a period of not less 
than fire years. All contracts made by 
county boards of education, or independent 
school districts for school books prior te 
the adoption of this act shall not be affected 
by this act.’’ 

“Section 17. It shall be unlawful for any 
teacher in the common or high schools of 
this state to use any book in place of the 
books adopted. published or purchased for 
use and distribution by the textbook com- 
mission, except as otherwise herein pro- 
vided.’’ 

“Section 18. No public schools, board of 
education, board of trustees or independent 
or local school system of this state shall 
receive any part of the appropriation made 
to the common schools of this state by 
the general assembly in any year unless 
auch school, board or system shall ose 
the textbook adopted and provided by the 
textbook commission as provided for in 
this act. Provided, however, that supple- 
mental books may be used by any school 
er school system, the cost of such supple- 
meatal books to be paid by the school sys- 
tem and the books loaned to the school 
ehildren without charge. Provided, further. 
that the provisions of this section shal! 
not apply to nor be mandatory upon those 
systems of public schools in the _ state 
whose boards of education or boards of 
trustees now own ad fornish free, or 
upon a rental basis, the textbooks for their 
schools, until the textbooks adopted a 
now in use by sald systems shall be D 
them changed: any future adoptions and, 
or purchases of textbooks, except supple- 
mental texts as provided herein, shall be 
from the lists adopted by the textbook com- 
mission and through the agency of distri- 
bution created by them.’’

Thousands of Entries. 

The amazing popularity achieved 
by the Songame was foretold early 
by the tremendous demand for a val- 
uable list of titles, which was offered 
free to its followers.

Roosevelt Reveals Plan 
For Journey to Georgia 
DETROIT, Oct. 3.—(@)—Gover- 
nor Franklin D. Roosevelt last 
night revealed tentative plans for 
a 10-day trip to the south ang his 
“second home”’—Georgia—at a din-. 
ner here last night for newspaper- 
men and cameramen who have ac- 
companied him on his tour of the 
west. 

The deniocratic nominee said he 
plans to leave on the trip October 
17. Atlanta, Warm Ga., 
Raleigh, N. C., Nashville, Louis- 
ville, St. Louis, and perhaps In- 
dianapolis and Pittsburgh, are on 
the tentative list of stops. 

The governor has frequently re- 
ferred to Warm Springs as his sec- 
ond home, as it ig there he visits 
frequently between work periods at 
the New York state capital. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—Conduct of 
foreign missions by Protestant denomi- 
nations should go on only after ma- 
terial and serious changés have been 
effected, the report of the appraisal 
commission of the churches says in 
its first installment released here to- 
day. 

The commission known as the Lay- 
men’s Foreign Missions Inquiry, 1s 
headed by Dr. William E. Hocking, 
of Harvard. The report is being made 
publie by Albert L. Scott. 

After summarizing the work done 
by the commission the following rec- 
ommendations are made in the first 
installment: 

“That these missions should go on, 
‘with whatever changes, we: regard, 
therefore, as beyond serious question. 

“There is in this fact, however, no 
ground for a renewed appeal for the 
support, much less for the enlarge- 
ment, of these missions in their pres- 
ent form and on their present basis. 

“This commission makes no such 
appeal. 

“In our judgment, there is not alone 
room for change, there is necessity 
for change, in respects which our re- 
port will indicate; and the effecting 
of such change should be the condi- 
tion for every further enlargement vf 
the enterprise.” 


Constitution would gladly return sets 
if this were possible. Under the rules 
of the contest, published at the be- 
ginning, it was stated that sets would 
not be returned. They were not filed 
alphabetically or geographically when 
received, and therefore could not be 
conveniently returned. 
Liberal Conditions. 

The simple rules and liberal condi- 
tions that surrounded the Songame 
accounted in a large measure for its 
popularity. Contestants were not 
asked to solicit subscriptions or votes, 
make points, solve puzzles, or answer 
tie-breakers, nor was it necessary for 
them to be subscribers for The Con- 
stitution. A few weeks after the con- 
test began The Constitution gave out 
a free list of helpful song titles, and 
later, upon request, made available 
the book, “Songs We All Love,” which 
was used by the artist in getting up 
the series of pictures. Renders were, 
of course, under no obligation to buy 
this interesting and instructive pub- 
lication, inasmuch as copies were pre- 
sented gratis to the Carnegie public 
library and other libraries through- 
out Georgia and adjacent states. 

Appropriate Answers. 

That every correct answer fit to the 
proverbial “T” was evident through- 
out the checking. Both the checkers 
and the judges discovered that not a 
single picture had remained unsolved, 
although no individgal contestant. in- 


ed in supplying all of the. solutions. 
Everett Randad] Henderson, author of 
“Songs We All Love,” and a national- 
ly known authority on the subject of 
songs, pronounced all of the answers 


appropriate. 
Difficult Pictures 


A number of the Songame pictures 
proved to be real obstacles. These 
are the ones most frequently missed: 
_ No. 27—“Home, Sweet Home.” An 
interior of a store was shown. On top 
of a display case was a home built of 
candy and a sign which read, “Candy 
Novelties.” 

_ No. 46—“‘When We Get Together 
in the Moonlight.” This scene depict- 
ed a young couple’in an affectionate 
embrace. They were seated on a bench 
in a park, with a dark sky, stars and 
moon in the background, A great many 
titles, other than thé correct answer. 
were submitted as solutions: but, all 
of the elements considered, the judges 
felt that they were not as appropriate. 

No. 55—“Out On the Deep.” In 

this picture the count of ten had been 


obviously, on the briny deep, and the 
victim was “out,” as that word is 
used 1n ring parlance, 

No. 64—“Cooper’s Song.” Probably 
no picture of the series proved a 
greater stumbling block than this one. 
Webster’s New International Diction- 
ary includes this definition of Cooper: 
“. «+ « A vessel equipped to supply 
spirituous liquors, tobacco, etc., to 
deep-sea fishers in the North sea. . .” 
Two boats were shown. The prow of 
one bore the inscription “N. S. Fisher- 
man,” and, standing amidship, was a 
sailor who said, “Ahoy! I want to 
buy a plug of_tobacco.” The second 
boat carried a banner which read,

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THE LYTTON REPORT. 

Despite the lack of severity of 
-the criticism of Japan in the report 
*of the League of Nations’ commis- 
> sion, the document, as was expect- 
-ed, tells the Japanese that their 
-military operations were not justi- 
‘fied and solemnly advises the Chi- 
*nese to stop their “pin prick” pick- 
‘jng-on Japan.

.suitable to both China and Japan

Instead of such a program, the 
Sketchy outline of a plan which 
-makes a new autonomous state of 
*Manchuria is largely unsatisfactory 
“to China, entirely so to Japan and 
‘is clearly impossible of achieve- 
ment. 

Briefly the report recommends a 
«Sino-Japanese conference to rec- 
*ommend a new series of treaties; 
withdrawal of Japanese troops from 
the larger part of Manchuria; an 
+ autonomous‘ Manchurian state, with 
China controlling its foreign policy 
and sharing in its revenues, and 
‘eradication of the boycott, 

- Such a program to be success- 
‘fully inaugurated would be depend- 
ent upon mutual agreements entered 
‘into by sound governments in full 
.control of their respective nations. 
‘No such government exists in 
‘China at this ‘time, nor is there 
‘reasonable prospect that there will 
‘for many years to come, 

: The sphere of the Nanking gov- 
ernment is limited now to a com- 
paratively small territory, with 
*Chang Usaio-liang in charge in the 
‘north and the Canton chieftains in 
-the south. Outlying provinces are, 
-without exception, under fall con- 
“trol of individual war lords. 

Japan has had too sad an experi- 
ence with treaty repudiation on the 

part of China to enter into new 
agreements with a government 
which is gradually disintegrating. A 
remarkable phase of the Lytton re- 
‘port is that it upholds the treaties, 
including the so-called “twenty-one 
demands,” which the present Chi- 
nese government has repudiated to 
‘the full extent of its power to do 
so, and yet the recommendation is 
made that Japan put its faith in 
new obligations to be entered into 
with whatever Chinese faction hap- 
pens to be in power at the time of 
the negotiations. 

The proposed withdrawal of Jap- 
‘anese troops from every section of 
‘Manchuria, except the limited terri- 
tory around the South Manchurian 
railroad, would, under present con- 
ditions, be tantamount to turning 
the country, lock, stock and barrel, 
over to the bandits which infest it. 

The proposition of an autono- 
mous state, with China in control 
of foreign policies and revenues, 
would mean merely that the looting 
which went on under the regimes 
of the Changs would be continued. 

As was to be expected, Japan has 
promptly and emphatically an- 
nounced that any attempt by the 
‘League of Nations to enforce these 
proposals will be met by her imme- 
diate resignation from its member- 
ship. 

There will, no doubt, be long- 
drawn-out hearings and conferences 
on the Lytton report, but it is prob- 
able that in the long run its only 
accomplishment will be to have fur- 
_mished an exhaustive and detailed 
report of the situation now existing 
in Manchuria and the events which 
led up to it. ;

If dependence is to be put in

ONLY ONE ANSWER. 


There is only one answer to the 
wholesale and retail trade gains re- 
ported for August in the monthly re- 
view of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Atlanta. Had these gains been 
negligible they might correctly have 
been attributed to seasonal increases. 
however, they are large 
enough to set-a five-year record they 
can be ascribed only to a sound and 
determined upward trend in busi- 
ness. 

The 23.3 per cent increase in 
wholesale business in August over 
July is larger than in any similar 
period since 1927. Furthermore 
such an increase has been equalled 
only three times since the war. 
Such a gain can only be a re- 
flection of increased buying on the 
part of the public and of the neces- 
sity of retail merchants restocking 
their shelves to meet the demands 
of their customers. In keeping 
with the upward bulge in wholesale 
trade, department store business 
showed a definite increase over the 
normal seasonal increase registered 
over a period of many years. 

The reserve bank review shews 
that building operations and finan- 
cial transactions kept pace with 
trade, and that textile production, 
the most certain barometer of re- 
turning normalcy, expanded by leaps 
and bounds, 

Confirmed economic pessimists 
are still to be found who are loath 
to believe that the stock market up- 
ward trend, the increase in trade and 
the improvement of the farm prices 
are as the result of a sound, basic 
condition, but for one such doubter 
there are many trained and expe- 
rienced observers who sanely and 
optimistically compare present con- 
ditions with those preceding the 
passing of former depressjons.

Grim 
Memories. 


Many grim memories will pass into 
obscurity when the 600-year-old St. 
Lazare prison for women criminals in 
Paris is pulled down shortly. “Few 
spots on earth have sheltered more 
hideous vices or -greater virtues,” 
.writes M. G. le Nofre, the French his- 
torian. “These somber stones have for 
centuries listened to the cries of mad- 
men and to the voices of saints. For 
six centuries and more they have held 
contrasts which would have tempted 
the genius of Dante.” 

St. Vincent de Paul, whose church 
is outside the prison, worked within 
its walls as a missionary in thé*Six- 
teenth century when it was a leper 
house. Throughout the seventeenth 
century the St. Lazare became a ‘“se- 
lect’’ prison for the aristocracy. They 
had their own rooms and were permit- 
ted to receive guests and entertain 
them. In 1794 it received many aris- 
tocratic victims of the French revolu- 
tion. Andre Chenier, the man of the 
Moderate Left. revolted by the ex- 
cesses of the -Terror, was sent there, 
and wrote “The Young Captive” with- 
in its walls. 

Many ather great documents were 
composed there. After the French 
revolution the St, Lazare became a 
prison for women offenders. As such 
it held in recent years Madame Cail- 
laux, wife of the one-time premier and 
finance minister, who shot and killed 
Gaston Calmette, editor of Figaro, 
who was about to publish an article 
of attack on her husband, Mata Hari, 
dancing spy, was taken from this 
prison to the execution field to face

In any event the 
conclusions are such that withdrawal 
of Japan from the League apparently 
need no longer be envisaged.”

He has been in thousands of matches on this continent. He 
looks, in his clothes, like a middle-aged church deacon who 
was an athlete and kept in shape. 

But in the ring he can be, and is, a devastating 
force. They hate him, do the fans. Because he can 
slap a man across the face with his forearm until the 
man is about out on his feet. 

Once he and a young fellow named Jim Browning put on 
such a rough match in a Nashville ring that the fans demanded 
they be given a chance to fight. ‘That fight went four rounds 
and it was one of the greatest fights ever staged anywhere. It 
was even more furious than the Dempsey-Firpo fight. 

Blood spattered over the ringside seats. They lit- 
erally fought until both were exhausted. When it was 
done Browning was minus six teeth and Daviscourt had 
lost two. 

The next day Browning was actually so battered he could 
not talk. The best he could do was a mumble between swollen 
lips. 

And they did that fight before a $300 house, or 
thereabouts. And what a battle it was! 

Daviscourt is one of the old school—the school that devel- 
oped Ed (Srangler) Lewis, Johnny Pesek and others. He is get- 
ting a bit along but he can still step in there and battle them. 
1 wouldn’t care to be Jim McMillen tonight when the two meet 
at the audtiorium. 

The big fellow lives in California at a little town 
midway between Los Angeles and San Diego. He is 
wise in the ways of the world. I recall, three years ago, 
when the world was expecting the economic crisis to 
reach its end within a few months, Dick Daviscourt tell- 
ing me, “Save your money, kid, it will be three or four 
years before this blows over.” 

He has a couple of boys, both of whom are being educated 
in the finest schools available. And his home and property, 
built with his muscles and his brain, are examples of what can 
be done by a professional athlete who lives sanely and intel- 
ligently.

Gooding, whose athletic ca- 
reer at Tech has been marked by 
considerable basketball accomplish- 
ments but very little in the way of 
football until this year, has been 
showing up well since the start of 
practice, Saturday Gooding drew on 
his variety of plays with the skill of 
a veteran quarter, alternating for- 
wards and laterals with running plays 
most acceptably, 

GOOD AND BAD. 

“Good and bad,” was Coach Alex’s 
laconie description of his team's per- 
formance against the Tigers. He in- 
timated that his line had shown some 
8 “he and that he thought very 
well of the running ability as dis- 
played by Galloway, Pat Barron and 
“Skippy” Roberts. The latter, who 
isn’t much bigger than the frat pins 
which some of our larger-sized tackles 
wear on their chests, proved a “nat- 
ural” with the crowd, which, from 
now on, will be insisting that “Skip- 
py” play regardless of any mistakés 
that he may commit in so doing. 

This Roberts kid is the type who 
would almost look good fumbling or 
losing ground. His is much the same 
color pattern as that of “Stumpy” 
Thomason, although Little Shorty is 
not quite so rugged or husky as the 
“Little Giant.” But Roberts is rapid- 
ly acquiring a following, providing a 
healthy splash of that color which 
Tech teams have missed in the last 
three years. 

Coach Alex thought Roberts ran 
well Saturday, although he was guilty 
of a few natural first-game mistakes. 
Don’t be surprised to see “Shorty” get 
in the games quite often. 


FAR FROM SPENT. 


The Tech squad was far from spent 
in that game Saturday. There are 
enough players of about equal ability 
to give them all a rest. Even tried 
and true veterans like Neblett, Cher- 
ry and McArthur played scarcely 
more than a half. Coach Alex had 
very little to say about his sopho- 
mores, but thought Dean, Roberts, 
Phillips, Wilcox and the others did 
very well. They at least showed prom- 
ise, 

This Kentucky team will give the 
Jackets the iron test, no doubt. Scout 
Mack Tharpe brought back a most 
impressive report of the power of the 
Kentucky team in drubbing Sewanee, 
18 to 0. Ralph Kercheval, the fancy 
kicker, impressed Tharpe also as a 
runner and with Bach and Ellis 
Johnson in there with him, formed a 
very formidable Wildcat backfield. 

Tharpe’s eye, always keenly alert 
for mighty linemen, noted the move- 
ments of a giant 200-pound guard, 
Davidson; Seale, the center, and Dru- 
ry, a tackle. 

The Jackets have an assignment on 
their hands that is a tough one. They 
will be at a slight disadvantage in 
kicking with Kercheval getting off 
those mile-long boots, but Johnny Fer- 
guson can punt acceptably so long as 
he is in the game. It should be a 
scrap well worth the gate money, at 
any rate.

Case recorded in min- 
utes of March 80 is a hypothetical 
case. Until evidence igs submitted 
showing that Felts is not a profes- 
sional baseball player I see no reason 
for calling meeting of executive com- 
mittee. However, I will submit any 
facts you may have to the committee 
with the facts I have wired you and 
if majority vote to call meeting will 
do so without delay. If this is not 
satisfactory then I am willing to ask 
committee to meet but record in 
Reach’s Guide shows conclusively that 
he played during the season. Con- 
ference has never allowed professional 
to play either before or after he en- 
tered college. Wire your decision to

The officials have demanded a new 
hearing by the executive committee 
and were prepared to lay the case be- 
fore them as soon as the meeting is 
called.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 3.—All 

of the 23 Southern conference col- 

leges, with the exception of Florida, 
were engaged in football Saturday. 

An analysis shows a number of un- 
usual things. There were no tie games. 
Three games were won by a score of 
(-6—V, P. 1. from Georgia, South 
Carolina from Villanova and Virginia 
from Maryland. Seven teams, Geor- 
gia Tech, Auburn, Duke, Tulane, Van- 
derbilt, Tennessee and Alabama, 
scored @ total of 304 points. 

Auburn, with 77 points; Alabama, 
with 53; Duke,-with 44, are remark- 
ably Advanced offensively for this 
early in the season. 

South Carolina went out of the 
conference tc win, and Washington 
& Lee and Louisiana State Univer- 
sity lost non-conference games by 
close scores to Davidson and Rice, 
respectively. 


VOLS ADVANCE. 

Tennessee developed more rapidly 
during the preceding week than any 
other conference team, revealing co- 
hesion, versatile and brilliant offen- 
sive backfield play and a passer of 
great skill in Vaughn. Teams which 
show great improvement over last 
year are Georgia Tech, Clemson and 
NE yee 5 

Tulane’s victory over Texas A. & 
M. was more impressive than that of 
last year. Both teams have many vet- 
erans but Tulane played more de- 
cisively. Those of us who knew Ted 
Cox, formerly assistant to Coach Bier- 
man and now head coach at Tulane, 
had no doubt concerning his ability. 
Apparently he has developed good end 
players to succeed the brilliant Dal- 
rymple and Haynes, lost through 
graduation. 

The one surprising upset was the 
defeat of Georgia by V. P. I. While 
Georgia has lost a great many vet- 
erans it was known she had hopes of 
another great team. The new coach at 
Vv. ™ L, Henry R. Reed, took a team 
to Georgia which played with fine 
spirit, showed abundant power and 
deception in attack and was almost 
invulnerable on the defense, 


GEORGIA DEVELOPS. 

Some three years ago Georgia lost 
her opening game to Oglethorpe by 
a decisive score but developed so 
rapidly the two weeks following that 
she won from Yale, 15-0. It has been 
the practice at Georgia to bring the 


team forward rapidly in October, in- 


fluenced by a desire, no doubt, to 
win the game from Yale. 

This has resulted in the inevitable 
November reaction, and this year 
Georgia intends to come forward 
slowly. It would be a great mistake 
to count her out of the running. 

Vanderbilt’s game with North Car- 
olina: was a wild affair which Van- 
derbilt should have won by two or 
three touchdowns to one for North 
Carolina. However, both teams threw 
away all orthodox methods and de- 
veloped a game interesting to spec- 
tators but terrible to a reporting stat- 
istician. 

North Carolina made some 18 first 
downs to about 14 for Vanderbilt, in- 
cluding gains by the latter of mure 
than 10 yards which resulted in touch- 
downs. A total of 51 forward passes 
was attempted. North Carolina tried 
35, completed 12, had 11 intercepted 
with 12 incomplete. Vanderbilt tried 
16, completed five, had two intercept- 
ed and nine incomplete. Vanderbilt 
scored two touchdowns on her own 
passes and one through interception. 

EXPERIMENT. 

Vanderbilt got the three touchdowns 
peatty early due in large measure to 
ortunate breaks and thereafter both 
teams used frequent passes, mostly 
for experimental purposes. 

It may be of interest to the spec- 
tator to point out how disastrous @ 
passing game can be. The casual ob- 
server would have felt that North 
Carolina was making immense gains 
from passes, 
gain approximately 200 yards from 
the tries, Only one of these, how- 
ever, resulted in a touchdown. The 
12 incompleted cost that number of 
plays. 

_As most of the passes were within 
punting territory, the 11 intercepted 
passes might be considered a loss of 
330 yards, the amount reasonably to 
be expected from 11/punts. In addi- 
tion, Vanderbilt returned the passes 
itercepted a total of about 150 yards. 

This illustrates that where compara- 
tively short passes are used they must 
be-completed with consistency. Other- 
wise they may result in disaster.

The big moment of the game—one of the greatest moments of any 
series of any competition—came early in the third game when Babe Ruth 
arrived at bat after hitting his first home run. The Babe reported in 
the midst of a tumult of cheers and boos. 

The vast majority of 50,000 fans were either cheering him or jeering 
him. Both were music to the Babe! The Cub bench was riding him sky- 
high. The Babe was riding back. Two strikes whistled over the plate as 
the crowd roared. As the second strike swept across the Babe looked 
at the Cub bench and held up two fingers. His beaming countenance wore 
1 broad grin. He then pointed to center field, And around five seconds 
ater his famous line drive lash—not much higher than Carnera’s head 


The whiplike action of his wrists 
and arms, working together with a 
perfect body spin, was as fine a piece 
of co-ordination as I have ever seen. 
He may have hit a few just as hard 
but no one ever hit a baseball harder. 
He first built up his act with a mix- 
ture of comedy and kidding, farce 
and humor, and then he turned it into 
drama of the highest type. 


The Babe’s Psychology. 


Here is another sample of the 
Babe’s psychology. In the final game 
a fast ball caught him on the forearm 
with full force. The Babe started for

Lou Gehrig proved again that he is 
now the most valuable first-baseman 
of them all—and this doesn’t bar Hal 
Chase or George Sisler. 

His combination of power, his 
infield defense, his keen spirit, 
lift him above the line who have 
starred at this job 
It was Gehrig’s first home run that 

shot poison into the souls of Cub 
pitchers. Up to that first big blow 
the Chicago team had been full of fire 
and fight. From that point on they 
seemed to sense the approach of cer- 
tain doom. The hammer of Thor was 
hanging above their heads, 


Gehrig's record through the 
last five years has been astonish- 
ing. When you figure the runs 
he has scored and the runs he has 
driven in, you get a clearer idea 
of his value. 


Twenty-nine years old, weighing 
215 .pounds, lean looking and in per- 
fect shape, Larruping Lou is barely at 
his prime. No athlete takes better 
eare of himself and with any luck 
Gehrig will be a great ball player for 
another 10 years. 


The Answer. 


The answer to the Cub collapse is 
simple enough. In one word—power. 
When an attack can score 37 runs in 
four games—when an assault can pile 
up 45 hits for 75 bases in this brief 
span—there can be only one ending. 


Bush, Warneke, Root and Ma- 
lone made up one of the best 
pitching staffs the National 
league has shown in some time.

Joe Sewell was another veteran 
who stood cut as one of the atars. 
Sewell’s all-around display lasted the 
entire route. He was always a hard 
man to pitch to, and, coming just 
ahead of Ruth and Gehrig, he was a 
large thorn in the Cubs’ system all 
along the way. 

Alabama put on quite a show. Ont- 
side of Sewell, Riggs Stephenson. an- 
other member of the Crimson Tide, 
finished just back of Gehrig as the 
leading hit-maker of the _ series. 
Stephenson was the leading Cub star, 
just as he had been all year. He and 
Cuyler were the best Cub products. 
But they both had to stand under 
the shadow of a barrage, which 
dimmed their chance for glory. It 
isn’t easy to star in a four-day rout.

CLOSER GAMES 
RULE IN EAST

NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—Eastern 
football’s first big Saturday of the 
season brought the beginning of the 
sifting process, with some of the out- 
standing elevens already pointed for 
the top. It also brought indications of 
what may become a distinctly new 
trend in the autumn pastime. 

That is a trend toward closer, bet- 
ter-matched games between the so- 
called big college and little college 
teams. I believe the new rule on sub- 
stitutions permitting a withdrawn 
player to return to the game in any 
subsequent period was a real factor 
in some of the _ surprisingly close 
scores of Saturday and perhaps in 
one or two of the “upsets.” 


Three eastern teams stand out in 
my mind as early leaders in their sec- 
tion and among the best in the coun- 
try—Pittsburgh, Fordham and Tem- 
ple. Pitt, despite severe losses, espe- 
cially in the line, has started at a 
fast clip. The Panthers’ 40-0 win over 
West Virginia was the most impres: 
sive of the week. 

NAVY’S DEFEAT. 

Here in the east, of course, the 
most: sensational stunts were the de- 
feat of Navy by William & Mary 
and the feat of Bates in holding big 
Yale to a scoreless tie. Villanova’s 
one-point setback by South* Carolina 
was almost as surprising to me.
